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REMARKS 



This responds to the Office Action mailed on March 24, 2005 , and the references cited 
therewith. 

Claims 1, 5-6, 8-9, 13-14 and 16 are amended, claims 4, 7, 12, 15 and 17-25 are canceled, 
and claims 26-30 are added; as a result, claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-11, 13-14, 16 and 26-30 are now 
pending in this application. 

Interview Summary 

Applicant thanks Kambiz Zand for the courtesy of a telephone interview on April 7, 

2005. 

In the Interview, Examiner Zand indicated that claims 1 and 9 would be allowable if 
amended to include limitations of claims 7 and 15, respectively. Claims 1 and 9 have been 
amended accordingly. It is believed that the pending claims are in a condition for allowance. 

§772 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1-26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The Examiner has objected to the use of the term "physical key" as being indefinite. The 
Applicant has amended the term to include a "physical key" as "being a physical object adapted 
to be carried by a user." 

The Examiner has objected to the phrase, "detecting. . . physical key." The Applicant has 
amended claim 1 to refer to " providing a portable, physical key adapted to be carried by a user; 
detecting the portable, physical key with a receiver/decoder circuit [associated] communicating 
with the hard drive" 
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IN THE DRAWINGS 

Corrected drawings are supplied herewith. 

Enclosed are Replacement Sheets showing the following amendment to Figures 1,2,3,4 

and 5. 

Enclosed are copies of Figures 1,2,3,4 and 5 of the drawings showing the addition of the 
word "Physical" before "key" in red ink. The use of "physical key" and "physical electronic 
key" in the specification are interchangeable. 

It is noted that PDK referred to in Figures 1 1 and 12 is an abbreviation of "Physical 
Digital Key." 
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The physical key adapted to be carried by a user is detected with a receiver/decoder 
circuit communicating with the hard drive. The detection with a receiver/decoder circuit occurs 
as described in the application on page 9, line 26 to page 10, line 21 . 

Claims 17 and 22 have been cancelled.
